Elba Police Chief terminated

The Elba City Council 
made its decision Friday, 
Aug. 4, on the employment 
of Troy Staley as police 
chief for the city. 

Staley had been on paid 
administrative leave since 
June 17th, and an employ- 
ment hearing, in executive 
session, began during the 
July 24th Elba City Council 
meeting after Mayor Tom 
Maddox made a recom- 
mendation to terminate 
Staley’s employment. 

The police chief position 
is one of two appointed-by- 
the-mayor positions for the 
city. The other is the city 
clerk position. 

The council postponed 
the July 24th executive ses- 
sion after being in delibera- 
tions for over three hours. 
Last Friday, that executive 
session was reconvened 
just after 2 p.m. after the 
council called the Aug. 4th 
special meeting to order. 

Deliberations continued 
for another 6 hours and 
20 minutes Friday evening 
before the council returned 
to open session at approxi- 
mately 8:24 p.m. After 
returning to the open meet- 
ing, it was announced that 
no decisions were made 
during the executive ses- 
sion. 

Then, Mayor Maddox 
said to the council, “I 
understand you are ready 
to make a decision on the 
question before the coun- 
cil.” 

Between the two meet- 
ing [July 24th and Aug. 


4], over nine hours was 
spent in executive session 
for the employment hear- 
ing for Staley. Several *wit- 
nesses’ were called during 
the hearing. 

Council member Bryan 
Grimes made a motion to 
uphold the mayor’s recom- 
mendation for termination 
of Troy Staley as police 
chief. Council member 
Jane Brunson provided a 
second to that motion, and 
aroll call vote was taken by 
city clerk Sally Bane. 

Council member 
Johnathan Lockett voted 
no while council mem- 
bers Grimes, Brunson, 
and Gappa Wise voted 
yes. Council member A R 
Williams abstained from 
voting. 

“The majority of the 
council votes to uphold 
[termination],” Mayor 
Maddox announced. 

City attorney Bart 
Boothe then asked for a 
moment to confer with 
other counsel. After a brief 
discussion, Boothe said the 
mayor would need to vote 
on the matter too due to the 
Williams’ abstaining. 

Maddox also voted yes to 
the motion. 

The meeting was then 
adjourned. 

The city council made 
no further comment on the 
matter, For the time being, 
Lt. Shayne Arnett con- 
tinues to serve as interim 
police chief for Elba. 

The next regular meeting 
for the Elba City Council 
will be Monday, Aug. 14, at 
5:30 p.m. at Elba City Hall.

Lake Hartwell, 
Anderson, South Carolina, 
hosted the tournament. 

The ZC team, with their 
Coaches Dana Stinson Hal- 
ey and Larry Campbell left 
Alabama on July 22 and 
reached their destination 
by the end of the day. Their 
captain Logan Parks joined 
them later. More and more 
family members showed up 
to support them as the week 
progressed and the excite- 
ment mounted.

A total of 481 boats rep- 
resented 39 states and two 
from Canada.

What are my options if | want my whole family in one place? 


Spouses often wish to be buried together. Other times, whole families 
may wish to be buried together, including children or even grandchildren, 
If this is the case, it is important to take that into consideration when 
planning a burial. 

A Family Plot. A family plot is just that. It is a space large enough for! 
multiple family members to be buried. A family plot must all be purchased! 
at one time to reserve the space. 

An Urn Plot. An um plot is a smaller space for the burial of a cremation 
urn. Depending on the size of the plot, it is possible for multiple family 
Members to be buried there. 

A Mausoleum. A mausoleum is an above ground building designed to 
hold caskets. With a private mausoleum, you can build it as large as you’ 
wish to accommodate as many family members as you want. Another 
option is a community mausoleum, which can house many caskets. 
A family could choose to purchase multiple crypts inside a community] _ 
mausoleum. | 

A Columbarium. A columbarium is a building with niches to hold 
cremation urns. Families can purchase several niches together. As with] © 
a family plot, these will likely all need to be purchased at the same time. 

Home Burial. In some areas it may be possible to be buried on your| 
own land or in private family cemetery. If this is the case, you will want 
to check with your local government office to find out if there are any, 
Testrictions or permits required. 

There are multiple options available for families wanting to be buried! 
together. Make sure you talk to your family members before deciding 
what you want to do, however, as it can be difficult to resell grave plots 
once they have been purchased.

The Changing “Face” of 
the Church 

As the early church 
expanded, Christianity 
became primarily a white, 
Western religion, and it 
remained so for centuries. 
But after World War II the 
church began to break out 
of this small box. What 
amazing changes are tak- 
ing place today! Consider, 
for instance, that of the 
world’s estimated four 
hundred million evangeli- 
cal Christians, 70 percent 
are non-Western, living in 
Africa, Asia, Oceania, and 
Latin America. 

In 1960, more than half 
of all who claimed to be 
Christians lived in North 
America and Europe. 
Around 1970, Christianity’s 
“center of gravity” began 
moving south and east. By 
1990, only 38 percent of all 
Christians lived in Western 
nations. That figure is now 
down to only about 30 per- 
cent! 

The church is growing at 
a much Slower rate in the

Western nations than else- 
where in the world. To put 
it another way, the “face” 
of Christianity is changing. 
No longer is it white and 
western; now, it is brown, 
black, and yellow. 

As the affluent and self- 
satisfied West has turned its 
back on Christian values, 
the rest of the world has 
found the answer to the 
soul’s deepest needs. Today 
the church looks more and 
more like the picture John 
paints for us in Revelation 
7:9, with members from 
“all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues,” 
may we continue to spread 
the gospel to the uttermost 
parts of the world! —C.R.B.

New law prohibits smoking/vaping in vehicles with children 


Secondhand tobacco 
smoke leads to health prob- 
lems, and there is no safe 
level of exposure for chil- 
dren or adults. A newly 
enacted Alabama law pro- 
hibits smoking or vaping 
in enclosed motor vehicles 
with children ages 14 and 
younger as passengers. 

Children’s smaller bodies 
take in a larger amount of 
air, so tobacco smoke is par- 
ticularly hazardous to them. 
In infants and children, sec- 
ondhand smoke can cause: 

¢ Sudden infant death 
syndrome (SIDS) 

° Respiratory infections 

¢ Ear infections 

* Asthma attacks 

SIDS is the sudden, 
unexplained, unexpected 
death of an infant in the 
first year of life. It is the 
leading cause of death in 
otherwise healthy infants. 
Chemicals in secondhand 
smoke appear to interfere 
with regulation of infants’ 
breathing. 

Children who are exposed 
to secondhand smoke are at 
an increased risk for 

¢ Pneumonia and bron- 


chitis 

¢ Wheezing, coughing, 
shortness of breath 

* Middle ear disease 

¢ Ear infections and oper- 
ations to put in ear tubes 

¢ More frequent and 
severe asthma attacks that 
can put a child’s life in 
danger 

* Slowed lung growth 

Protecting children from 
secondhand smoke also 
means not using other types 


of commercial tobacco 
products. These include 
e-cigarettes. 


¢ Aerosol from e-cig- 
arettes is not harmless. It 
can contain cancer-causing 
chemicals. These include 
heavy metals like nickel, 
tin and lead, among other 
chemicals. 

 E-cigarettes are not safe 
for children, teens, young 
adults, pregnant adults, or 
people who do not already 
use tobacco. 

¢ No e-cigarette has been 
approved by the FDA as a 
quit smoking aid. 

To protect children rid- 
ing in your vehicle, do not 
let anyone smoke. Rolling 


down windows does not 
protect them. Smoking 
or vaping in an enclosed 
vehicle with children is a 
secondary violation. This 
means that if a driver is 
pulled over for another rea- 
son and a child is present, 
fines are up to $100.

** Editor’s Note: Victor 
Perry and his mother, Elba 
native Cary Clark Perry, 
recently spent two weeks 
in Poland working with 
Ukrainian refugees. 


My name is Victor Perry, 
and I am 13 year old. I 
live in Columbia, South 
Carolina. Lee and Janice 
Phillips, of Elba, Alabama 
are my grandparents. 

Recently I went to 
Kark’ow, Poland with my 
mom. The purpose of this 
trip was to help with a day 
camp for Ukrainian refu- 
gee children run by the 
NAVIGATORS, a_ global 
ministry working to -help 
others. know Jesus by 
investing themselves in 
their lives. 

Mom’s long time family 
friends, Brian and Candace, 
are NAVIGATORS who 
have lived in St. Petersburg, 
Russia for 10 years-and had 


been forced to quickly leave 
when Ukraine was invad- 
ed by Russia. They were, 
after a brief rest, reassigned 
to Poland to minister to 
Ukrainian refugees. 

They created a _ pro- 
gram called Haven which 
includes art programs and 
Bible studies. They started a 
day camp called Epic where 
Ukrainian kids could have a 
chance to be kids again and 
escape their surroundings. 

The camp was divided 
into two parts — the first part 
was crafts, science projects 
and snacks. The last half 
was the most fun — out- 
door play and lunch. The 
kids were divided into four 
groups and named blue, 
green, yellow, and orange. 
Each color group contained 
12 to 15 kids and my favor- 
ite part was helping with the 
outdoor games. 

Il am very happy that I 
went. It was an eye-opening 


experience! I really enjoyed 
working with the kids and 
the volunteers. I am now so 
thankful for all my bless- 
ings. The kids are going 
through a lot. I am happy 
to have food, friends, home, 
and family. Many things in 
life, small and large, have 
been taken away from my 
Ukranian friends. Please 
keep them in our prayers.

No 
doubt this little man is ‘proud to be an Elba Tiger. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** High school football teams across the state have all 
now pulled on the pads and it is already interesting to listen 
to the fans of the various teams talk about the upcoming 
season. In Elba, the Tiger fans are convinced their team is 
going to be even better than last year’s team that won the 
region and went undefeated in the regular season, while 
over in New Brockton a new coaching staff has Gamecock 
fans excited and convinced the team is going to ‘sharpen 
the claw’ after a winless season a year ago. Up at Zion 
Chapel, the Rebel fans are even more excited than ever 
and feel last year’s success will carry on and the team will 
take the next step toward a return to its winning ways of 
old, and down in Kinston the Bulldog fans are convinced 
another winning season and a trip to the playoffs are in the 
cards.

An example of how little the colleges 
care about the fans is a scenario where Rutgers, another 
recent addition to the Big 10, travels to Washington for a 
Big 10 conference showdown. The drive to Seattle from 
Piscataway, New Jersey, is just under 3,000 miles, which 
means an average fan would be facing a 42-hour trip to 
watch the game. While the tens of millions of dollars in 
extra TV revenue will help the schools make the trips in 
football, what about conference games in sports such as 
softball, swimming, or wrestling? These sports are already 
a financial drain on the overall budget at colleges, and now 
will be facing cross-country plane trips for regular season 
games! 

*** 4 group of female soccer players that had an 
American flag sewn on their jerseys closed out their 
unimpressive stay at the World Cup over the weekend 
with a 1-2-1 record, and will no doubt go down in history 
as one of the least remembered teams ever to represent our 
country in any sport. While I usually love to watch teams 
from the USA compete against the world, no matter the 
sport, the fact less than half of the team would sing the 
national anthem prior to the matches split fan support, 
and obviously split the unity on the team. One popular 
female radio sportscaster went so far as to say “It means 
you go out on the national stage and embarrass yourself 
and your country,” and declared that when several players 
even refused to hold their hands over their hearts during 
the playing of the national anthem “that was a bridge too 
far.”
